The recent republican triumph in Oregon

I would fain havo 
Ihe common school made so strong and so 
sood,£o large and so luminous, so full of the 
marrow of good things, that they who dwell 
in the neighborhood of it, no matter how 
rich they may be, cannot afford to send 
their children anywhere else. Make that 
which you do for the comuic;n people beller 
lliau that which can be done by select classes 
in the community for themselves. Make 
such provision for the education of tho com- 
monest common people, that the richest un- 
common people will come suppliant and ask 
for their children the privilege of participa- 
ting in the advantages of llio common 
school. Do not destroy tho,common school. 
And keep It common.—Bring everybody to 
it, and let them thero learn each other's 
brotherhood. And thus, society, beginning 
and passing Ihrough Ihe common school, 
will form sympathetic associations which 
will go on unfolding themselves afterwards, 
and which will no more be lorgoUon by men 
than Iho wide spreading branches of a tree 
forget the roots from which ail their magnifi- 
cence draws sustenance.

Pacific Railroad committee of the House.

Tha construction of the road Is rapidly 
and carefully progressing. The work is of 
the heat quality aud Ilia Iron used all of 
American ores. There will ho in operation 
at the end of this year 517 miles of the main 
road, and in addition to that now complet- 
ed there Is under construction aud piepar- 
ing for contract over 1000 miles of roail. 
Therehas haon issued $-1,011,000 worth of 
KJtck, representing 42.410 shares hold hy 17-1 
share owners wllose namos are given in the 
report.
